ANNUAL  REPORT,  1954. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954  which  is  set 
out  on  the  general  lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  28/54  dated  the 
15th  December,  1954.  As  Members  will  be  aware  I was  still  carrying  out  duties  as 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  an  Acting  capacity  during  the  whole  of  1954,  but  my 
.Appointment  was  finally  confirmed  as  from  1st  April,  1955. 


Vital  Statistics. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  for  the  year  was  603,  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  15.23 
per  thousand  of  the  population.  This  compares  with  an  almost  similar  Birth  Rate  of 
15.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  359  giving  a Death  Rate  per  thousand  of  9 06  as 
compared  with  11.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate,  i.e.,  the  death  rate  of  infants  dying  under  one  year  of 
age  per  thousand  live  births  was  29.85,  as  compared  with  25.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

(a)  Poliomyelihs.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  no  case  of  poliomyelitis 
was  notified  in  the  Borough  during  1954. 

(b)  Infective  Hepatitis.  There  were  152  cases  of  this  mild  but  troublesome  disease 
notified  during  the  year. 

The  comparative  figure  for  1953  was  50  and  the  figures  for  1952  and  1951  were 
three  and  two  respectively. 

The  5-10  age  group  w'as  the  one  most  affected,  with  66  cases,  and  the  25-35  year 
age  group  came  next  with  23  cases.  It  would  appear  that  the  main  epidemic  has  now 
passed,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  only  14  cases  had  been  notified  for  the 
first  SIX  months  of  1955. 

(c)  Measles.  Notifications  of  measles  totalled  361  for  the  year.  This  showed  a 
considerable  reduction  from  the  1,005  cases  notified  in  1953. 

with  Cough.  There  were  88  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  as  compared 

wiin  294  cases  in  1953. 

(e)  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  There  were  15  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified  durin 
tne  year,  as  compared  with  22  cases  last  year. 
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(f)  Food  Poiaonivd.  Theie  were  only  tliree  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified 
during  the  year.  These  three  cases  were  all  in  tlie  same  family  and  were  of  a mild 
nature,  and  recovery  occurred  within  24  hours.  It  was  not  found  possible  to  attribute 
any  special  cause  for  these  cases  as  unfortunately  no  remnants  of  the  supposedly 
offending  meal  had  been  kept  for  examination.  Whilst  this  very  small  number  of 
notified  cases  may  appear  satisfactory,  I cannot  view  the  present  position  as  regards 
potential  food  poisoning  risks  with  any  complacency,  ft  is  still  possible,  in  this  town 
to  see  food  shops  where  food  is  fully  exposed,  not  only  to  dust  and  flies,  but  also  to 
the  coughs  and  sneezes  of  shop  assistants  and  customers  alike.  This  is  particularly 
the  case  where  cakes  and  pastries  are  displayed  on  counters. 

Much  propaganda  on  the  subject  of  clean  food  has  already  been  carried  out  by 
Public  Health  Departments,  and  through  the  medium  of  the  Press,  but  there  is  still  a 
woeful  ignorance  or  apathy  shown  towards  it  in  the  Community  cat  large.  If  customers 
would  draw  the  attention  of  shop  keepers  to  unhygienic  conditions  or  practices  which 
they  have  noticed,  or  better  still,  take  their  custom  elsewhere,  conditions  would 
rapidly  be  improved.  The  remedv  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  the  customcis  themselves, 
and  in  particular  the  housewives  who  do  most  of  the  food  buying  for  their  families. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation'. 

One  of  the  most  spectacular  successes  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine  during 
the  past  20  years  has  been  the  rapid  fall  in  deaths  from  diphtheria.  Last  year,  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  this  country  the  deaths  from  diphtheria  fell  to  single  figures, 
namely  nine. 

We  can  only  hope  however  for  such  a remarkable  acliievement  to  continue  if 
each  succeeding  generation  of  jiarents  is  brought  ii])  to  regard  immunisation  as  a 
normal  procedure. 

Vaccination  Against  Smallpox. 

One  of  the  earlier,  and  equally  spectacular  succe.s.ses  of  preventive  medicine  was 
vaccination  against  smallpox  which  completely  eradicated  the  disease  from  this  country. 

The  risk  of  imported  smallpox  however  is  always  a very  real  one,  especially  in 
these  days  of  rajiid  air  travel,  and  unless  the  vaccination  state  of  the  population  as  a 
whole  can  be  kept  at  a satisfactory  level  the  disease  once  started  could  rapidly  s])rea(l 
in  the  Community. 

The  apathy  shown  towards  smallpox  vaccination  since  it  became  no  longer  com- 
])ulsory  is  much  to  be  deplored.  In  England  and  W ales  in  1954  only  34  per  cent,  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  vaccinated. 

Smallpox  vaccination  in  infancy  is  a safe  and  simple  procedure.  Besides  providing 
protection  in  early  life,  it  also  ensures  that  any  further  vaccination  in  later  life,  per- 
formed perhaps  on  entering  the  Armed  Forces,  or  a particular  employment,  or  neces- 
sitated by  travel  abroad,  will  be  less  likely  to  have  any  .serious  reactions  or  complica- 
tions. 

For  these  reasons  therefore,  I would  strongly  urge  all  parents  to  have  their  children 
vaccinated  in  infancy. 
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In  concluding  this  report,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  encouragement  and  support.  I would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  E.  F.  Wynn, 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  the  help  and  co-operation  received  from  his  Depart- 
ment.

A Chiropody  Service  is  functioning  every  Wednesday,  and  the  old  people  con- 
tribute 2/6d.,  the  rest  being  paid  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Council.

Sub-Committee  for  visiting  those  unable  to  attend  clubs.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  quality  of  the  water  has  at  all  times  been  of  a satisfactory  nature  for  public 
supply  purposes. 

During  the  past  year  the  quantity  of  water  available  has  been  sufficient  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  daily  of  the  treated  water  as  it  leaves  the 
Sandford  Mill  Pumping  Station  and  frequent  analyses  are  made  of  the  raw  water. 
Frequent  samples  are  also  taken  from  the  Service  Reservoir  and  at  certain  points  on 
the  distribution  system.  These  have  in  all  cases  proved  satisfactory.  Independent 
analyses  are  made  monthly  by  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories. 

The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

No  contamination  has  occurred  after  treatment.
